ny further admoniſhment, which with lone and much 
charity was laboured vnto him: when he was willed to 
make no haſte, but take time to his owneliking, putting 
one legge beſide the ladder, and they callinghim pet to 
Kayp,yea the hangman offering ie holde him by the 
cþojler ot his dou blet, he deſperately thzew him- 
ſelfe off, not willing to liſten to any 
further good counſell.
